Kor u timo, ho receive': bad treatment, Tho Soviet load ora, however, who hud 

a fur-rouching dossier on him, decided to let him go, and to keep quiet about the 
compromising documents they had found in the arohiveo against him. They were 
parfootly aware that the ambition of Kyrilloe would make him practically a 
prisoner of the Communist regime .
